WASHINGTON 
(A P) — P resi­ 
dent Kennedy today unveils plans 
for the “ alliance for progress” 
with Latin America. He has de­ 
scribed his announcem ent in ad­ 
vance as a m ajor statem ent. 
Kennedy will m ake the state­ 
ment midway through a reception 
at the W’hite House for Latin- 
American 
diplom ats 
and 
digni­ 
taries starting at 5 p.m . 
The President plans to follow­ 
up with a special m essage to Con­ 
gress Tuesday im plem enting the 
program . 
All 
but 
two 
of 
W ashington’s 
Latin American envoys are invited 
to the reception. 
The two not invited: The Cuban 
and Dominican 
Republican 
am ­ 
bassadors to the Organization of 
Am erican 
States. 
The 
United 
States has broken off diplom atic 
relations with both those coun­ 
tries. 
Kennedy is expected to refer to 
Cuba in the speech, but officials 
said the em phasis will be on a 
U.S. pledge for continuing help 
for nations which help them selves. 
Kennedy spoke of the “ alliance 
for progress” 
in 
his 
inaugural 
address. 
In a campaign speech last Octo­ 
ber he used this description: “ An 
alliance of nations with a common 
interest in freedom and economic 
advance in a great common effort 
to develop the resources of the 
entire hem isphere, strengthen the 
forces of dem ocracy, and widen 
the vocational and educational op­ 
portunities of every person in all 
the A m ericas.” 
“ A program like this is the ulti­ 
m ate answer to Castro and the 
Communists for if Latin America 
is moving forw ard.” he said, then 
eventually the peonle of Cuba too 
will dem and freedom for them ­ 
selves. And Com munist rule in 
Latin America will perish where 
it began—in the streets of Ha­ 
vana.” 
The Kennedy adm inistration is 
now planning to em bargo the re ­ 
maining U.S. im ports from Cuba 
—now running at a level of about 
$64 million a year, as a blow at 
Fidel Castro’s regim e. 
The

announced 
early this w’eek. It would apply 
to tobacco, molasses, fruits and 
vegetables. Sugar im ports from 
Cuba were stopped last year. 
The message to Congress Tues­ 
day, besides spelling out his pro­ 
gram for Latin Am erica, is ex­ 
pected to disclose plans to ad­ 
m inister a 
special 
$500 million 
Latin American aid fund.

and met similar frustration. One of the 
great needs of man throughout his so­ 
journs in history has been a greater supply 
of fresh water than was available. 
Perhaps in Homer's day the need was 
more desperate than it is now, because 
methods of carrying fresh water from res­ 
ervoirs to the populace were primitive. 
Water consumption has increased tremen­ 
dously in the intervening centuries, but in 
the advanced civilizations at any rate sup­ 
ply has kept pace with the need. This may 
change in the immediate years ahead un­ 
less the vast reserves of the ocean can at 
least be conquered. 
The United States is using 300 billion 
gallons of fresh water daily, a figure that 
should be doubled in 20 years at the tradi­ 
tional rate of increase of domestic and in­ 
dustrial requirements. The U. S. Geologi­ 
cal Survey has estimated that of all rain­ 
fall and snow — the only sources of fresh 
water — 515 billion gallons are available 
every day for man's needs. 
Supplies of water are more than ade­ 
quate today, will be merely sufficient by 
1970 and will be about 15 per cent short 
of meeting daily requirements by 1980. 
Other areas of the world may not fare 
so well. Arid lands are short of water now; 
other areas now fertile are doomed to be 
transformed into deserts unless fresh wa­ 
ter 
reservoirs are 
increased. 
Convert­ 
ing sea water into palatable supplies is the 
area most frequently regarded as the ul­ 
timate answer to water problems. It is 
not a new area. 
Ships have been using inefficient conver-

ed ocean travel. 
Land - based conversion plants now in 
use throughout the world turn out an es­ 
timated 15 million gallons of fresh water 
daily, a dismally sm all percentage of total 
needs but at least an additional source. 
More of these plants are being built or 
planned, but their average operating cost 
of $2 a thousand gallons is extravagantly 
high in the United States, which has a na­ 
tional average cost of 30 cents per thous­ 
and gallons. 
There are other m eans of conserving 
fresh water than supplementing rainfall by 
reclaiming ocean water. The 515 billion 
gallons available for hum an use each day, 
as estimated by the Geological Survey, is 
only a small fraction of the total precipita­ 
tion of rain and snow. The remainder is 
lost through untapped waterways (mostly 
underground), pollution, evaporation and 
other inefficiencies in capturing nature’s 
supply. 
While other lands which now can oper­ 
ate sea water conversion plants economic­ 
ally enough to accept them alongside their 
fresh water supplies continue to experi­ 
ment with the ocean, the United States 
and other areas which enjoy an abund­ 
ance of water might work harder to pre­ 
vent their resources from trickling away 
through ignored or contaminated faucets.

E\ cry once in a while, an ac- 
coun ant, quite offended, protests 
that I do no: make a distinction 
between tax evasion and tax avoid, 
ance I have no intention of doing 
so. 
lf a fellow se s to work with ac­ 
countant and lawyer to discover a 
hole in the law, a gimmick, a trick, 
a weakness oi administration, he 
is evading taxes. 
'I ne accountants would prefer 
tha, ti*iN be called tax avoidance. 
The:- Jo not advise their client* to 
evade taxes because such advice 
might put both client and the ac­ 
countant in jail. Nevertheless, they 
do show them bow' to avoid pay­ 
ing the tax, which they regard as 
hono. able. 
Tneir excuse is that Congress 
writes the law carelessly and tliat 
they have no moral obligation not 
to take full advantage 
of 
Con 
gresrtonal poor craftsmanship. One 
accountant writes me: 
" 
. .you create the impression 
that these professions are respon­ 
sible for the laws that are obvious­ 
ly the work of our legislators.’* 
It does not matter whether it is 
called tax evasion or tax avoid­ 
ance. the fact is that there are 
large numbers of Amencans whp 
have disco ered means not to pay 
taxes or a basis of equality with 
other tax payers. One can personal­ 
ize the word, law, and give it an 
unjustified moral weight. 
A 
government policy, whether 
pursed by executive fiat or in ac­ 
cordance with some law, may have 
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served a temporary purpose or 
may be an error of political judge­ 
ment or 
may 
have 
ceased 
to 
serve current conditions. 
Surely, this country, which has 
been suffering from excessive out­ 
flow of both gold and dollar*, needs 
to adjust all its policies relating 
to these conditions. Therefore the 
outflow of dollars for the purpose 
of tax evasion or tax avoidance is 
intolerable and tile holes 
in the 
law making it possible should be 
plugged up and cemented over. 
Why should I pay a full tax if 
another citizen can ship his dough 
to London to open a salami fac­ 
tory and pay no taxes because 
he is cultivating better internation­ 
al relations? 
Some of the better relations are 
now coming home to roost. Brazil 
is an excellent example of how we 
get caught in traps of our own 
devising. We have poured millions 
of dollars into Brazil to assist that 
country to build its fantastic new’ 
capital and to give it new indus­ 
tries. Many Brazilians and Italians 
in Brazil have become very rich 
as a result of American aid of var­ 
ious sorts. Also, we have encour­ 
aged tile Brazilians to get a spec­ 
ial benefit from the American pee 
pie by the unconscionable rise in 
the price of coffee. 
So Brazil now has a new Presi­ 
dent and it is his policy to tell tile 
United States to go to the devil. 
Imitating Castro, President Quad- 
re* is giving the United States a 
bad time. 
Why wait until the situation be 
comes too unpleasant? 
Why not 
take action right now — today? 
Why not put a tariff on Brazilian 
eoffee which will make every Braz­ 
ilian squirm? Let them sell their 
coffee to Soviet Russia and Red 
China where the people, quite sen­

Total revenues f r o m the $18 
house trailer tax reached $5,991.75 
last year in Pickaway County ac­ 
cording to a recent report from 
State Auditor James A. Rhodes.

WASHINGTON (AP)—You can 
som etim es tell how prosperous a 
man is by the kind of gam e he 
hunts, a survey of Ohio hunters 
claim s. 
“ The fox. raccoon and wood­ 
chuck hunters have the lowest in­ 
come and the grouse hunter is the 
wealthiest 
sportsman 
in 
the 
group,” said a paper presented to 
the North American Wildlife Con­ 
ference this week. 
“ This is expected since more 
grouse hunters have college train­ 
ing than any of the other groups.” 
The report to the conference was 
based on a survey of 3,616 Ohio 
hunters in 1959-60. It was prepared 
by Tony J. Peterle, leader of the 
Ohio 
Cooperative 
Wildlife 
Re­ 
search Unit at Ohio State Univer­ 
sity, Columbus. 
Other qualities among Ohio hunt- 
rs 
were found to be: 
Rabbit and raccoon hunters are 
younger, and grouse hunters older 
than 
those who hunt pheasant, 
squirrel, duck and deer. 
Most students hunt rabbits. Pro­ 


fessional people prefer grouse and 
duck shooting. 
Managers prefer grouse 
and 
deer. Mechanics, printers, paint­ 
ers or plumbers would rather bag 
a quad, Hungarian partridge or a 
duck. 
Most squirrel hunters prefer to 
be alone while they hunt. Phea­ 
sant and deer hunters like the 
companionship of several others. 
According to the survey, the 
typical Ohio hunter is about 35, 
a man (only one out of every hun­ 
dred is a huntress, and married, 
Of those reporting 40 per cent 
were born on a farm . 
The survey seemed to discount 
the theory of those who claim 
hunting is essentially a sadistic 
sport. 
“ Nearly half the hunters agreed 
that they could be satisfied with 
a 
hunt 
if they didn’t kill any 
gam e,” the report said. 
“ Even a higher proportion (79 
per cent) said that part of the 
pleasure of hunting results from 
seeing sunsets, bird nests, trees, 
flowers and the wonders of na­ 
ture.”
